Joseph Bucklin Bishop has produced
two volumes which may be regarded as
completing the autobiography of Theo-
dore Roosevelt begun by Rooxevelt him-
kil in a volime he published some yenrs
before his death.

Mr. Bishop's book, preparved at the
request and under the direction of Mr.
Roomevelt, in made un chiefly of letters
to and from the Calonel. Mr, Bishop
has written n connecting narrative,
and he has fntroduced the bonk with o
brief summary of the early life of his
subject.  The reault i a reasonnble
complete record, so complete that it will
serve ax n biography for those who do
not wish to know more. But when
combined with the volume of autobloe-
raphy bearine the Colonel's name on the
title page. it gives to the render the
story of the life of one of the most

The books will not displace the ad
mirable biography by William Rogcoe
Thayer, nor will they prevent ather hi-
ographers from tryinﬁ thelr hand at in-
terpretation.
